There's a standard joke about automobile mechanics fighting every 
appropriation for city street repair, because bumpy streets bring them 
more business. This is, of course, fallacious; if streets are rough, peopie 
will drive cars as little as possible, thereby cutting down on the mechanics’ 
business. 


In the same way, it might seem that the construction industry would 
encourage, or at least wink at, the damage done to our highways by over- 
loaded trucks. Such is not the case. If the potential of our network of roads 
is to be reached, or even approached, it is vital that more and more con- 
struction manpower, equipment and dollars be transferred from main- 
tenance work to new road building. 


Then, and only then, can new roads be built to take the beating that 
is tearing our old roads to pieces. And rest assured that they are being 
torn to pieces—by trucks which, in all too many cases, deliberately flout 
loading laws. 


The construction industry has a definite stake in the fight against over- 
loading. As our present roads are damaged and roughened, people turn 
to other forms of travel rather than submit themselves and their auto- 
mobiles to the torture meted out by a cracked and lumpy highway. They 
become apprehensive of any highway appropriation, knowing that a gleam- 
ing white strip of concrete will rapidly become pock-marked and ridged 
under the assault of excess tonnage. Those unaware of the facts will tend 
to blame our industry for faulty construction, when the blame lies with 
those who permit loads heavier than those for which roads are built. 


Campaigns are currently underway in many states to curb overload- 
ing. It behooves road builders to take as active a part in these campaigns 
as possible.
